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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The Notice of Allowability dated May 1 7, 2005, allowing claims 1 -4 is vacated, in 
view of newly found art. Rejections based on the newly cited reference(s) follow. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kus 
et al: Superconducting properties of MgB2 thin films prepared on flexible plastic 
substrates; Applied Physics Letters, 8J. September 16, (2002). 

As regards to claim 1 , Kus et al teach a superconductor (a thin film) formed from 
a conductor made of magnesium 2-boride formed on the surface of a substrate made of 
a flexible organic polymer material (polyamide Kapton-E; page 1, column 2 ; abstract). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kus et al 
as applied to claiml above, and further in view of Tanaka et al; Physica C 382 (2002) 
203-206. 

As regards to claim 4, Kus et al do not teach a solenoidal coil made of MgB2 high 
temperature superconducting material. Tanaka et al teach a solenoidal coil made of 
MgB2 high temperature superconducting material (figure 4). It would have been obvious 
to one of ordinary skill in the art to adapt Tanaka et al's teaching with the teaching of 
Kus et al to improve RF field uniformity improving image quality. 

3. Claims 2 and 3 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
